States Bit promo court today, through 
Cbiff Juatiee Fuller, imulo the following 
order regarding tlio petitions for a re- 
hearing of the income tax question :

Durrant ha 
walked homo from church with her BC\ 
eral times. Misa Turner said that o 
one occasion Durrant had spoken to he 
in words not those of a gentleman. Dur 
rant wanted to make a medical exanm 
ation of her, and aaid that be knew of 
place in the church whero such an ex 
animation could be made without any 
body being the wiser. 


Witness told him that her fami

Freano uienna a great deal. It will give 
new lifo, moro energy, greater growth 
to tho entire valley; and to Fresno 
county in particular it will open gatea 
of progress which have remained barred 
during the past years. 


The subject of a road th rough thu San 


.loit'iuin valley, from Stockton or San 
FnmciHco, to Iliikerslield, has been be- 
fore the people nmny years, and efforts 
have been nuulo from time to time to 
push the project to completion. lint it 
was not till tlie business men of San 
Francisco, under the leadership of Cluns 
Spreckels, took up the schema, that it 
assumed tangible shape, and the road 
waa UB aural. 


It will not have to wait for the 


development of the country through 
which it passes before it can enter into 
a profitable transportation 
business. 


Thu country in already developed, and 
tho road will pay from tho beginning* 
Uut it ia expected that future growth of 
tht> territory will add greatly to tho 
business of the road. 


Tho route IB not certain after Fresno 


IB passed, going south. Nor is it defi- 
nitely settled by what route tho road 
will enter this city. From Fresno there 
lira several lines allocated, along uny 
Olio of which it could profitably bo 
built. Tho people on the east and oi 
tin; west Hide of the main line of tin 
Southern Pacific are offering every in; 
ducemunt in their power to bring the 


Fresno inudu many applications for 


terminal riitos. Thy Southern Tacific 
always had some OXCUHO fur a refusal. 
Thu merchants and shippers in this 
groat and productive valley thought 
they were entitled to the eamo rated as 
those given Sacramento, Stockton and 
other points. This was especially ap- 
plicable when goods were to be buiiteuat 
or received from the east. The justice 
of compelling thu Freano merchant to 
pay almost double, and sometimes inoro 
than double, on u load of goods from 
Chicago what ia paid by Stockton or l,os 
Angeles, was 
never 
apparent. The 


wrong of this system was tho more gall- 
ing when goods shipped from the east, 
through Fresno to Stockton, were deliv- 
ered in the latter town at much less 
than a similar carload switched at 
Fresno. 


Many applications were made to the 


railroad company for reductions. Freano 
asked nothing special. It did not de- 
mand advantages which could not be 
consistently granted other localities of 
the state. It was not petitioning for 


vileges which were 
unreasonable. 


Vhat it wanted was a freight tariff 
which would give Fresno a (air show 
and equal chance; nothing loss,nothing 
noro. It might not have been unreas- 
>uable had Fresno asked for special 
•ates, in view of tho fact that its ship* 
neuts aro so large; but it never asked 
or this. 
Its applications were refused, and the 
eason given for tho refusal was that 
^-eano ia not a terminal point. This

Fresno is the chief shipping point for 
ho valley. The exact tonnage of freight

iscertaincd. The totals have not boon 
looted. Hut some of the items will show 
that the total ia enormous. Take tho 
shipment of raisins, for instance. Last 
season tho crop of this county, with 
what lies immediately around, reached 
4000 carloads, or ^10,000 tona. At $20 a 
ton tho freight item footed $800,000. The 
year before, tho shipment oi grueii fruit 
coat, in freight, about half a million dol- 
lars. To this add grain, dried fruits, 
lumber, Hvo stock, wool, wine, and thu 
incoming freight on merchandise, ma- 
chinery ami fertilizers, and there ia not 
much error whoa tho statement is made 
that Fresno county pays moro than two 
million dollars annually as 
freight.

It 
has echoo! buildinga and churches, a 
bank, water works, electric lights, news- 
papers, mills and warehouses. It ships 
about 1000 cars of grain and 1300 cara of 
lumber a year. 


The greatest enthusiasm exists in 


Fresno in regard to the building of the 
San Francisco and San Joaquin Valley 
road. The merchants and neighboring 
farmers are willing to contribute to the 
enterprise to the full extentof their abil- 
ity.

The parish of St. .Tamea waa started 


aa a mission in 1879, when Fresno was 
but a small town, by the Rev. D. O. 
Kelley, who was the pioneer missionary 
of tbe church in this valley. Services 
were held for a time in the school bouse, 
until in 1891, when the present church 
building was erected, and about the 
game time the rectory. In 1888 the 
mission was organized into a self-sup- 
porting parish, and incorporated, in 
1891 an addition was made by the build- 
ing of a chancel and an organ chamber, 
which greatly enlarged the aeatme ca- 
pacity of the church. 
After thirteen years of earnest labor 


Mr. Kelley resigned his charge, ana the 
present rector, Kev. Win. Lucas, wag 
called to fill the vacancy.
